SECTION O

In lieu of FAR clause 52.212-4 the terms and conditiopns to this addenda will take precedence.

Definitions:

"Nonconformance" shall mean a failure to comply with applicable Seller drawings or defects in workmanship or material.  Normal wear and

tear and the need for regular overhaul and periodic maintenance shall not constitute a Nonconformance.

Warranty Terms

Seller warrants that at time of delivery to Buyer, its products will comply with applicable Seller drawings and will be free from

defects in workmanship and material.  These warrantiesshall run to Buyer, its successors and assigns.  The warranty shall be valid fo

twelve (12) months after delivery of the Product of six(6) months after date of firts use, which ever comes first.

Buyer must notify Seller in writing of a Nonconformance within the warranty period and return Product to Seller within thirty (30)

calender days after such discovery.  Seller's obligation and Buyer''s remedy under this warranty is limilted to either repair or

replacementof any Product Nonconformance, at Seller's option.  All products repaired or replaced hereunder shall be warranted only for

the unexpired portion of the original warranty period.

Seller agrees to assume round trip transportation costs for a nonconforming Product in an amount not to exceed normal surface shipping

charges to the warranty service facility designated by Seller.  The risk of loss or damage to all Products in transitshall be borne by

the Party initiating the transportation of such Products.

Seller shall not be liable for warranty if the Product has beed exposed or subjected to:

1.  Any maintenance, repair, installation, handling, transportation, storage, operation or use which is improper or otherwise not in

compliance with Seller's instruction or applicable government regulation.

2.  Any alteration, modification of repair by anyone other than the Seller of those specifically authorized in writing by Seller.

3.  Any accident, contamination, foreign object damage, abuse, neglect or negligence after delivery to the Buyer; or;

4.  Any damage precipitated by failure of a Seller supplied Product not under warranty or by any Product not supplied by Seller.

5.  Any use of counterfeit or replacement parts that are neither manufactured nor approved by Seller for use in Seller's manufactured

Products; or

6.  Any Products which are normally consumed in operation or which have a normal life inherently shorter that the foregoing warranty

period in cluding but not limited to consumables (i.e. flashtubes, lamps, batteries, storage capacitoors, etc.).

Seller's obligation under this warranty are conditioned on Buyer's obligation to maintain records which will accurately reflect

operating time and maintenance performed on Seller's Product and establish the nature of any unsatisfactory condition of the Product.

Buyer shall, upon the request of Seller, promptly deliver to Seller copies of such records as necessary to substantiate any warranty

claims.

This warranty is exclusive and in lieu of all other warranties, whether written or oral, expressed, implied or statutory, including,

without limitation, any implied warranties of merchantability, fitness for particular purpose or use and warranties arising from course

of performance, dealing, usage or trade, all of which are hereby expressly dislcaimed.  No extension or expansion of this warranty shall

be binding upon Seller unless set forth in writing and signed by Seller's authorized Representative.
